In 1982, tired of taking the various religion classes that are required when attending 
Brigham Young University, I took a genealogy class. For some time, I had been 
interested in my family background. As a child my mother never said much about 
her family. My sisters and I knew she had a brother, Alfred, but we never saw him. 
Mom did tell some stories about her childhood growing up on the farm. These 
stories included, riding the horse, Dan, while her father plowed, the rooster which 
would chase her when she came out of the house, walking to school and having to 
move around whenever her mother got mad at her father. My grandmother, 
Aseneth Heck, lived with our family for a while but I was not yet born. I remember 
Aseneth at Berks Heim and for a little boy such as I was, it was scary. A wrinkled 
little old lady wanting to give me candy sent chills through my body. 


Over the years I have noticed many concern their research with their paternal line. I 
was determined to focus on both and so I did. Mom wrote her family history for me 
which helped greatly but as I mentioned Mom did not have a lot of contact with her 
immediate family or cousins and so I had many holes to fill and to fill those holes I 
was Off to the Family History Library in Salt Lake City, Utah. 


Searching census, church and vital records led me to some great information. 
Eventually I searched old newspapers and found many interesting articles about my 
ancestors and their brushes with the law. As I expanded my research to collateral 
lines, I contacted distant relatives for more stories and pictures. These connections 
were very helpful but the lack of pictures was a bit frustrating. 


One major source of information were land records. As I talked with distant cousins 
many said the Heck family lived in Hecktown. The only Hecktown I found was 
located in Lehigh County. Based on census records, I knew my Heck family never 
lived in Lehigh County. It was not until I searched land records, I realized 
Hecktown was not a town but an area in Maidencreek Township known to the locals 
as Hecktown. The Heck family lived in Maidencreek township in the late 1700s. The 
road which ran by their property is Hecktown Road and on that road, now a private 
residence, is the old Heck School. 


Church and marriage records, newspapers and various records were searched to 
gather information on the Heck family and their descendants. I went to the 
neighborhoods where the ancestors lived and took pictures of their homes. How I 
wish I could have seen those homes in the early 20" century. I carefully entered all 


the vital information I had gathered into a computer genealogy program, sourcing 
each record, and filing the documents in an orderly manner for future use. 


My goal during the next years was to find as many descendants as I could of Samuel 
Heck and Elizabeth Klein. I contacted many people to gather stories and especially 
pictures of those who had come before us. I was pleasantly surprised by how many 
people wanted to talk about their parents or grandparents and many expressed their 
love for those deceased individuals. During that time, I was able to connect my 
mother with some of her nieces and nephews whom she had not seen in over forty 
years. 


After many years, my research is not complete. I continue to take pictures of homes 
and final resting places. And hey I am getting older so getting to some of the places I 
want to is getting a bit harder. 


Not all my findings have been included in this book. For privacy reasons I have not 
included the names of living individuals. If the reader knows the names of their 
grandparents, I believe this book will be helpful. I think this is a good start. 


I hope all who browse this book enjoy the enclosed information and feel a closeness 
to their ancestors they may not have felt for some time. My research will continue 
and if you wish to share information about your Heck relations, please feel free to 
contact me.

Chapter 1, 
Introduction 


This book is not intended to give a history of all the Heck families of Berks County, 
Pennsylvania. What is intended is to document the descendants of Samuel Heck and 
Elizabeth Klein. This family and their descendants were not famous and historically did 
not play a major role in the history of Berks County, Pennsylvania. However, they were 
in Berks County by the mid-1700s and later owned a significant amount of property in 
Maidencreek Township. There is a smattering of information in various Berks County 
records concerning the Heck family. However, it appears that little has been done to 
verify the numerous family connections. 


The Heck surname appears in early in the history of Berks County. The land, which was 
eventually the property of Samuel Heck and his family, was first surveyed by warrant 
for Stephen Harsh in 1771.! The land contained approximately sixty-six acres. However, 
the warrant was not returned until 9 December 1824 when Maria Heck,? widow of 
Philip Heck was named as the patentee. According to the patent the land had been 
deeded to Philip Heck on 15 April 1786.° A search was made of Berks and Philadelphia 
Counties land records and no deed was found for the 1786 transaction. Beginning in 
1786 Philip Heck’s name does appear in the tax lists and even one after his death in 
1808.4 Unfortunately, the only online tax records examined to this point stop in 1809. On 
site research needs to be conducted for later tax records. 


Philip Heck appears in the 1790 federal census living in Maidencreek Township. He is 
the only male in the family with four females indicated.® In the 1800 federal census 
Philip and his family are listed living in Maidencreek Township.° The household 
included two males under age ten, one male over age forty-five, two females between 
the ages sixteen and twenty-five and one female over forty-five. The two older 
individuals are probably Philip and Maria Heck. It is not known who the other

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individuals are because in Mary’s estate file she is listed as not having any children at 
the time of her death in 1846. 


On 9 May 1808 letters of administration were taken out on the estate of Philip Heck. The 
estate papers include an inventory of his possessions but no mention of his land. Mary 
is listed as Anna Mary Heck, widow and administratrix of Philip Heck.’ It is assumed 
the land was passed to Mary since she was Philip’s widow. 


In 1810 there is only one Heck family living in Maidencreek Township and the head of 
household is listed as William Heck.* Pardon me but who the heck is William and 
where did he come from? Mary Heck is nowhere to be found.’ The William Heck family 
consists of one male age ten to fifteen, one male age sixteen to twenty-five, one female 
age sixteen to twenty-five and one female age twenty-six to forty-five. It is possible the 
older female is Mary Heck and the census taker is naming the oldest male in the family 
as the head of household. 


The 1820 federal census again lists only one Heck family in Maidencreek Township." 
This time Mary Heck is listed as the head of household. The family consists of the 
following: two male children under ten years of age, two females between the ages of 
twenty-six and forty-five!! and one female age forty-five and older. 


By 1830 two Heck families lived in Maidencreek Township. One is the family of John 
Heck” and the other is listed as Widow Heck.’ According to the census the Widow 
Heck family consisted of two females between the ages of fifty and sixty. Mary and her 
sister Elizabeth fit into this age group so it is believed by 1830 the two widowed sisters 
are living together.“ 


The Heck family was not listed in the 1840 census. This is very curious since they 
owned at least 50 acres of land. How could a census enumerator miss a landowner with

that much property? Particularly since in 1834 one sees the first indications of some of 
the Heck property being sold to individuals in and outside of the family. 


In 1834 Elizabeth Heck sells approximately thirteen acres to Samuel Heck.'® This 1834 
deed indicates that thirteen acres are “...part of parcel of land granted by patent unto 
Maria Heck dated the ninth day of December in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred & twenty-four...” But how did Elizabeth acquire the land in order to 
deed it to Samuel Heck??* A search of the Berks County land records does not show any 
transactions between Elizabeth and Mary. 


The death of Elizabeth Heck in 1843 gave a better understanding of the makeup of the 
Heck family living in Maidencreek Township. Elizabeth’s will indicated she was a 
spinster of Maidencreek Township and had two sons, John and Samuel, and she listed 
the children of John. Elizabeth also named her sister, Mary, was living with her.” There 
was no description of land owned by Elizabeth in her will.'* Remember Mary is the 
widow of Philip Heck and since Elizabeth is a Heck widow it is possible the sisters’ 
married brothers. Still, at this time it is not known who the husband of Elizabeth was. 


In 1846 Mary Heck dies intestate, unmarried and without issue. However, she does 
leave estate papers in which her property was listed as sixty-six acres and is be valued 
due to collateral inheritance.’ Remember the survey for the property was for sixty-six 
acres but the viewed tax records listed fifty acres. Also, Elizabeth sold approximately 
thirteen acres to her son, Samuel, which would reduce the property to fifty-three acres. 
However, when Mary dies the acreage is back to sixty-six. 


Mary’s estate did not cover all her debts. To pay the debts Samuel Heck, administrator 
and nephew of the deceased is ordered to sell the sixty-six acres. Interestingly, the 
property purchase is confirmed 6 November 1846 and sold to Benjamin Alspach the 
son-in-law of Samuel Heck. This purchase becomes more interesting when by 
assignment on 26 May 1847 Benjamin Alspach grants the same property back to his 
father-in-law Samuel Heck.”

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According to his tombstone Samuel Heck was born 19 February 1799 probably in Berks 
County. At the time of this writing no baptismal record has been found. His father is 
not known but his mother is Elizabeth who died 13 April 1843 in Maidencreek 
Township, Berks County, Pennsylvania. 


The earliest record of Samuel Heck is his 1820 marriage to Elizabeth Klein.”! Beginning 
in 1850 Samuel and family made their appearance in the federal census. In the next four 
censuses Samuel and family lived in Maidencreek Township farming the land. In the 
1850” and 1860” agricultural censuses Samuel is the owner of seventy acres of land and 
the cash value of his farm increases from $3,500.00 to $5,800.00 so he is working the land 
with success. In the 1860s Samuel probably found the seventy acres too much for him as 
he would have been sixty years old. On 1 April 1861 Samuel sells his land to Benneville 
Machemer for the price of three thousand one hundred fifty-four dollars with the 
enclosed information: 


...Being the same premises one half part of which Elizabeth Heck by her 
will bearing date the 8th day of March 1843 did give and bequeath unto 
Samuel Heck (party here unto) and the other part being the same premises 
which was sold by order of the orphans court ... to Benjamin Alspach” 
which sale was confirmed 6 November 1846 and then by assignment 
dated 26 May 1847 the said Benjamin Alspach did grant and confirm unto 
Samuel Heck (party here to)... 


Then on 10 April 1861 Benneville Machemer sells a portion of the land he had 
purchased back to Samuel Heck: 


...containing one acre and one hundred and sixteen perches. It being part 
of a larger tract of land part of the same which Samuel and Elizabeth”® his 
wife by their indenture bearing date April the First AD 1861 for the 
consideration therein did grant and confirm unto the aforesaid Benneville 
Machemer...”

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But the transactions between these two did not stop there. In 1862 Samuel Heck went 
once again to Mr. Machemer and bought more of the land he previously owned. 


“... Beginning at a corner of Henry Wertz at the public road thence along 
said road north fifty degrees east four perches and two tenth thence along 
the same north seventeen degrees East twelve perches and three tenth 
thence north forty five degrees East nine perches and three tenth thence 
north sixty five degrees east twenty six perches thence along the same 
north fifty degrees East twenty eight perches and seven tenths to a stone 
comes thence North seventeen degrees West along Ellen Stoudt sixteen 
perches and seven tenths to a corner of Benneville Machemer other land 
thence along the same south seventy degrees west thirty five perches and 
seven tenths thence South fifteen degrees East ten perches thence South 
eighty degrees West thirty two perches and two tenths to a post thence 
South twenty six degrees East forty perches to the place of beginning 
containing twelve acres and fifteen perches it being part of a larger tract of 
land which Samuel Heck and his wife by their deed bearing date April the 
first AD 1861 did grant and confirm unto Benneville Machemer.” 


This piece of property, these twelve acres would be where Samuel and his wife 
Elizabeth would reside from 1862 until their deaths in 1880 and 1881 respectively. 
Samuel died 26 November 1880 in Maidencreek Township, Berks County, 
Pennsylvania.”* Elizabeth, the mother of ten children,” followed him eight months later 
21 July 1881.°° Both were buried Gernant’s Church in Ontelaunee Township, Berks 
County, Pennsylvania.

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Chapter 2 
George Heck (1822-1895) and Mary Stout (1830-1885) 


(2) George Heck, son of Samuel Heck and Elizabeth Klein, was born on 11 
November 1822 in Berks County, Pennsylvania. He married Mary Stout but at this 
time a marriage date is not known. From 1850 through 1880, George and his family 
lived in Maidencreek Township!, Windsor Township? and Ontelaunee Township? 
respectively. During that time George worked on the canal and as a shoemaker. 
George died on 9 October 1895 at the Berks County Almshouse.‘ Attired in a black 
shroud and lying in a walnut casket, George’s funeral service was conducted at the 
home of his daughter, Sarah Rittenhouse.° Mary died on 4 January 1885 in Berks 
County, Pennsylvania. Both were buried in Gernant’s Church Cemetery, Berks 
County, Pennsylvania.

(7) Sarah Heck, daughter of George Heck and Mary Stout, was born about 1848 in 
Berks County, Pennsylvania. She married Henry Rittenhouse, a wheelwright. Sarah 
and Henry for a time lived in Maidencreek Township and then moved to West 
Leesport, Berks County, Pennsylvania. Henry served in the Civil War enlisting in 
the Union Army at Myerstown, Lebanon County, Pennsylvania. On 19 August 1862 
he was mustered in at Harrisburg® and served with Company C, 149" Regiment 
Pennsylvania Volunteers Infantry, also known as the “The Second Bucktails.”’ 
Involved in action at Chancellorsville and Gettysburg, Henry was wounded during 
the second day of battle at Gettysburg, but participated in the pursuit of Lee’s army 
after the battle. On 23 May 1864, during operations on the North Anna River in 
Virginia, Henry was captured by the Confederate Army.® Sent to Andersonville 
Prison in Georgia, Henry contracted scurvy and various diseases, eventually being

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paroled at Savannah, Georgia on 30 November 1864. He returned to civilian life on 
12 June 1865. As Henry aged, the hardships of his war and prison experiences 
began to take their toll on his health. He feared that he would not be able to provide 
properly for his family. Feeling proud of his military service, Henry petitioned the 
government for an increase in his six dollar a month pension. The government 
refused his request and Henry with his deteriorating health and loss of eye sight, 
lost hope. He became melancholy and felt he was becoming a burden to his family. 
He mentioned to his wife, when a funeral procession passed them by, “he wished it 
was his.”'? Henry committed suicide on 22 June 1896 in Reading, Berks County, 
Pennsylvania.'! His remains, attired in a black shroud and reposed in a satin lined 
walnut casket with a plate bearing the inscription, “Father,” were buried in Zions 
Church Cemetery at Womelsdorf, Pennsylvania. Members of post 16 Grand Army of 
the Republic, acted as pallbearers.” Sarah died on 11 December 1905 in Reading, 
Berks County, Pennsylvania.

(9) Ulysses G. Rittenhouse, son of Sarah Heck and Henry Rittenhouse, was born 14 
September 1871 in Berks County, Pennsylvania and christened on 15 October 1871 in 
Berks County, Pennsylvania.”! Ulysses married Mary Ann Young, daughter of 
Christian and Anna Elizabeth (Phillips) Young, on 14 September 1899 in Reading, 
Berks County, Pennsylvania.” Mary Ann had previously married Henry Eckenroth 
on 19 August 1890 in Reading, Berks County, Pennsylvania.” However, Henry died 
in a train accident. Mary and Ulysses would divorce and Ulysses married second 
Ellen Greaves, daughter of Henry J. and Kate Greaves, on 21 November 1903 at 
Reading, Berks County, Pennsylvania. Ulysses and Ellen had a short and rocky 
marriage. Ulysses believed Ellen had lied to him concerning the number of children 
she had from her previous marriage. According to newspaper articles Ulysses was 
having other issues as various individuals believed Ulysses was suicidal. On 30 July 
1904, Ulysses shot his wife twice in the back and then put the revolver to his head 
and shot himself.

In 1850 Benjamin and Sarah lived with their two 
children, Amanda, and George, in Ontelaunee Township, Berks County, Pennsylvania.’

Chapter 6 
Samuel K. Heck (1833-1911) and Fyetta Manmiller (1843-1907) 


(6) Samuel K. Heck, son of Samuel Heck and Elizabeth Klein, was born 14 February 
1833 in Berks County, Pennsylvania. Raised on the family farm in Maidencreek 
Township Berks County, Pennsylvania, Samuel was listed on the 1860 census living 
with his parents and older brother, Charles.' Sometime after the taking of the 1860 
census Samuel married Fyetta Manmiller, daughter of John and Hannah (Breidigam) 
Manmiller probably in Berks County and in 1861 their first child was born. Together 
Samuel and Fyetta had eight children and by 1870 five of the children were born. 
Samuel and his family lived in Maidencreek Township, Berks County, Pennsylvania 
where he worked as a laborer.2 The family continued to reside in Maidencreek 
Township by 1880 two more children were born. Samuel worked as a day laborer 
probably picking up work on the local farms.* Continuing to work as a day laborer, by 
1900 Samuel and family had picked up and moved to Ontelaunee Township, Berks 
County, Pennsylvania.* Doing the twenty-year period between 1880 and 1900 their last 
child was born in 1882. It was while in Ontelaunee Township Fyetta died 11 May 1907.5
